EXPLAINS WHY PHONE 
AT POWER PLANT BUSY 


Superintendent McNasghton Submits 
Report Dealing With Difficulty Ex- 
perienced in Communicating With 
Plant During Suspension of Light 
Service, 


Complaints regarding difficulty ex- 
perienced by patrons of the electric 
light service in communicating vy 
telephone with the department during 
the recent temporary suspension of 
the service, were dealt with by Super- 
intendent McNaughton jn a report 
submitted to the commissioners at 
their regular meeting: yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

“The conditions that exist when a 
machine suddenly bréaks down are 
as follows,” says the report. “If the 
breakdown occurs*at any time except 
between 4 and 12 in the afternoon we 
have sufficient machinery to be able 
to transfer the load, thus causing no 
interruption of the service. If it oc- 
cuts during this period from 4 to 12 
p.m, we have nothing to transfer to 
and the result is that some portion 
of the service must suffer. 

Re-Arrange Steff. 

“For about the first three minutes 
the staff are shutting down the en- 
gine and re-arrange themselves, 
which includes detailing a man to 
attend to phone 1238. By this time 
1288 jis constantly busy, is also 
1046, which is the phone of the 
‘trouble man’ for the electric light 
department. The man on 1238 does 
his utmost to get into touch With 
1046, in order to spread the informa- 
tion, but as it is busy on account of 
customers ringing, it sometimes takes

serve machinery required at the pow- 
er plant. 

Recognizing the necessity for main- 
taining a reliable means of commu- 
nication between the power plant and 
the electric light department the com- 
missioners decided to give instructions 
for the installation of a private tele- 
phone connecting these two depart- 
ments, so that ijn case of trouble im- 
mediate communication will be pos- 
sible.

General Order et By Instructions 
of U.S. | Cénsuring Com.

Washington, Jah, 20—The general 
order ued to the Naval Service by 
Secretary Meyer, reprimanding iff ac- 
cordance with the instruction of the 
President, Commander 8. Sims, of the 
battleship Minnesota, for his “Every 
drop of hiood" speech, delivered in 
London on December 3rd, was made 
public today, 

A Public Reprimand. 

After quoting the letter recently 
addressed to Secretary Meyer by the 
Preident, who stated that Commander 
Sims’ act was censurable and directed 
that he be publicly reprimanded, Sec- 
retary Meyer added these words in 
the general order: “A public repri- 
mand is hereby administered to 
Commander W. 8S. Sims, U.S.S., and | 
Will be entered upon his official re- 
cord. The gravity of the offence is so 
clearly set forth in the above quoted 
communication that no additional re- 
marks Appear neceapary to indicate to 
the naval service the lack of tact and 
knowledge of plain duty of an officer 
o fthe navy exhibited by Commander 
Simg upon the occasion mentioned, 
and to prevent a repetition of such a 
regrettable occurrence,” 

To Be Sent to Every Officer, 

The general order will be sent to 
every officer in the navy, and wil! be 
postd on vessels and at the navy yards 
and stations. The first copy of the 
order Was sent more than a week ago 
to Commander Sims, who is at Guan- 
tunamo, where the Minnesota js en- 
gaged in manoeuvers with the rest of 
the Atlantic battleship fleet.
